To Run An Automobile

of 4.3 cents a mile. That figure was 
determined in a study by the Public 
Roads Administration. 


The total annual cost of the car 
for the year 1941 was estimated at 
$363. It was assumed that the aver- 
age auto selling price was $900, that 
annual travel was 9,000 miles and 
that the car had a 10-year service 
life. Owen says that last year the 
magazine, The Automobilist, figured 
the yearly cost of a 1948 car was
